Newel!, but wiiloh Mr. Taylor has 
been attending to nnder Mr. Newell't 
direction. 


Mr. Newell states that great intsrest 


has been taken throughout tbe western 
region in the matter of irrigation, and 
that bis work hae been materially 
aided by tbe Water and Forest Asso- 
ciation of California. He urges upon 
tbe people of Nevada tbe importance of 
pursuing similar line) of self help and 
their intelligent co-operation with tbe 
National Irrigation Association in its 
campaign of education. 


Mr. Taylor, who loet Mr. Newell for 


tbe purpose of* conference, makes tbe 
following interesting statement at to 
the storage water ot the Trnckee river: 


"Few of tbe farmers of the Tinckee 


Meadows and of tbe citizens of Beno 
are aware that almost the entire flow 
of the Trockte Rirtr Uiuutrf the pres- 
ent month and a considerable part of 
the month of July has bsen supplied 
from waters stored in Lake Tahoe and 
Donner Lake during the spring and 
early part of this summer. 


"Beginning in December in 1899 tbe 


gates at tbe outlet of Lake Tahoe were 
close and no water was permitted to 
flow out until after July 4—about tbe 
9tb, 
If I recollect right—when tbe 


regular flow of the river had so demln- 
ished that it was insufficient to furnish 
the power required for running the 
mills of tbe Truokee Lumber Com- 
pany at Truokee, Then tbe gates were 
opened and the aconmnlated waters re- 
leased. This was just in time to pre- 
vent a practical water famine on tbe 
Truokee Meadows and consequently 
loss or shortage otcropi. 


'The valome of water which will flow 


through tbe gates at the lake outlet is 
limited, however, by their width and ie 
insofOaient to supply all the irrigating 
ditches ia tbe vicinity of Rsno. For- 
tunately, though, tbe dam constructed 
by Congressman Newlauds at the out- 
let of Donner lake tome years ago had 
not been entirely destroyed, and about 
eis feet of water over tbeentire surface 
of.tbnt lake h.id beau impounded by 
the closing of the gates lu that struc- 
ture, and this is now being released to 
supplement the outflow from Lake 
Tdboe. Tbe flow of the'river has thus 
been materially increased, and but for 
this many of tbe farmers would have 
goffered seriously from lack of water 
to irrigate tbeir crops, and the Trackee 
in tbe town of R=>no would bava become 
the foul, diseiec-breechu* oass-pool it 
threatened to be about a month Rgo 
before these gates ware opened. 


"If tbe people are wise and bave any 


desire to provide against tbe certain 
recurrence of this state of things, with 
tbe consequent loss necessarily at- 
tending a shortage in tbeir water sop- 
ply, they will hasten to secure a site 
for tbe storage of water at tbe aouroes 
of tbe rivar which they will have nnder 
tbeir entire control. At present they 
•re dependent, upon others, and it is 
but obvjuo thjt the stored waters have 
.been enpMiv) to them so opportunely 
this year."

pile of charred and water-logged de- 
bris. 


Tbe origin of tbe fire is not.positive* 


ly known, bnt is supposed to bave 
started f rem a combustion in a consign- 
ment of ohemioals stored in tbe base- 
ment. 


Prof. Frandsen happened to be In the 


building and be beard a light explosion 
followed by a very serione one. On 
opening the door leading from bis 
classrooms into tbe gas room, he en- 
countered a seething mass of flames. 


Tbe force of tbe explosion bad de- 


molished the doora on the west side of 
the station, allowing tbe wind to sweep 
in and fan the blaze. 


The open Stairway leading olear op 


to the third story afforded an excellent 
draught way, any ttie fire spend with 
rapidity, 


Nearly all tbe station books, includ- 


ing valuable statistics, bad been moved 
into this building a few days back. A 
good portion of these were destroyed. 
The greatest loss fell upou the botani- 
cal and biological departments. 


A collection of plants, representing 


ov<jr eleven years' careful gathering, 
was mined.

sored for $4,600, but tbe tola! money 
lusa will reach (7,000.
